, Wilmington ‘can remember, the 

Schoo} Committee has 
or more often, to c 
| matters, and to sign bills. 

The bills, of course, were’ always 
‘a problem, by no means unsurmount- 
atle, but ‘nevertheless something to 
which the committee always gave 
|full attention. One pleasure there 
was, in a cel way, when it came 
to signing bills, That pleasure was 
in the personal contemplation of the 
discount allowed, because the ma- 
terials were intended for school use. 
Many of the merchants regularly 
discounted. their bills, sometimes as 
much as 45%, and even though a 
committeeman had to pay the full 
price at home, still there was a cer- 
tain satisfaction in knowing that the 
town was not having to pay the full 
measure. 

Recently, there has been a new 
discount. one on which some of the 
merchants have not calculated. The 
Town Manager gave an order that 
all bills coming to any ent 
of the town should be discounted 2%, 
tor cash. The School Committee, in 
‘an attitude of co-operation, has car- 
ried out this order faithfully, 

Last Thursday night, the School 
Committee met for their regular 
meeting. As usual, the first thing 
was the signing of bills;. Each bill 
was first discounted 29 and then 
signed. Large bills, with large dis- 
counts, and small bills, some of 
which were like that of a local mer- 
chant who had done some repairs, 
‘worth perhaps $10, and had charged 
only for the materials, $3, each and
